District Attorney John Brown Mon- 
day Issued a warrant charging Leon- 
ard Fischer, ai. Burlington, wltti 
first degree murder In connectloa 
with the slaying of Schennlng. 

Fleuker was slain by a charge oC 
shotgun slugs fired by Officer Arthut) 
Rein, who with Bchonnlng. gavd 
chase to the robber auBpecta. BotU 
officers were -wounded. The holdup 
man'a body was said to have been 
pushed from his speeding auto by his 
robber companion. 

Fischer's Car Used In Holdup 
The running flght occurred aftot) 
the two policemen, searching for aa 
auto that had sped from the nearby, 
village of Honey Creek, overtook fl£ 
car containing Fleuker and an nnl* 
dentlfied compalon. Fischer. ihongh1| 
to have been Fleuker's companion, 
was connected with the crime when 
It was found his car had been used 
In the holdup. 

The robbery at Honey Creek oc- 
curred at the Drommond store whero 
the handlts took about 195. 

After Burlington police were noti- 
fied that the store had been held up 
they started a search for the ban- 
dits. 

They were Inside of the Burling- 
ton limits on- the Honey XJreeU road 
when they saw a car coming toward 
them. Rein, the driver ot the poUco 
car, stopped his machlne.The • drive? 
of the other machine stopped his cat 
and srwerved from the dirt road and 
headed toward Rosheater, Wisconsin* 
Police gave chase. 

The escaping car was finally forced 
from the road and the officers got t)ut 
ot their machine and walked toward 
the automobile. 

Exchange Shots. 
The driver ot tho supposed ban* 
dllB machine was armed with a 
sawed off shotgun.

Stranne Coincidence. 
A strange coincidence was re- 
vealed this week. Fleuker was a 
playmate of Schennlng In their child- 
hood days at Silver Lake. 

Fleuker and Schennlng were both- 
educated at Silver IJake. and both 
later moved to Burlington. ' 

Schennlng Tvoa one of the mrf«t 
popular of Burlington's pollco- offi- 
cers. He became a policeman ihero 
seven years ago and before that op- 
erated a garage. Ho Is survived by 
his wife and two children. 

FleUker ■was known lor several 
years as tho companion of Frank 
Kamin, former Antioch bank teller, 
who Is now confined In the Waupun 
penitentiary for robbing the MAln- 
hardt Stale ^nk In Burlington In 
May. 1931. Fleuker. was captured 
with Kamin In a Twin Xakaa cottage 
following that robbery In which 
Koimln was wounded. Fleuker was 
acquitted of the charge, but Kamin 
was convicted. 

It was Schennlng who stood In the 
street at Burlington and emptied his 
gun at Kamin and hla companlona 
as they fled alter the .Melnhnrdt bank 
holdup. Kamin was wounded so 
badly that ho was unable to bo 
brought to trial tor months.

While the recount of the ballots 
cast tor sheriff now In progress In 
Oounty court Is a nip and tuck bat- 
tle, Indications aro that Bart Tyrrell, 
democratic candidate as the canvass 
now stands has shortened the lead 
of Sheriff Lawrence A. DooUttle con- 
siderably. 

Although there are many rumors 
current as to the number of votes 
gained 'by Tyrrell In the recount no 
definite figures are available. Indi- 
cations are however, that the demo- 
cratic candidate has picked up ap- 
proximately 37 votes. 

Reports are current. In the ranks 
ot the democratic party* iilat demands 
will be" made on the court thai all 
of the votes cast In two precincts be 
thrown out. The Republicans are 
also planning to attack the legality 
of ballots cast In two precincts. 

Both of the candidates aro making 
no chilms to victory however, declar- 
ing that they are withholding any 
statemenlfl In the matter until all of 
the votes are counted adn those in 
queslun are properly adjudicated.

''Marriage Row*' In Waukegan will 
come to an" abrupt end and- the Je- 
siralble features of the office ot Jus- 
tice of the peace in tho county seat 
city Will be removed It proposed 
legislation designed to correct the 
abuses of the state's ancient mar- 
riage law Is enacted at Springfield. 
There are four ^such bills, two of 
wblch have already boon Introduced 
In the Illinois legislature. They are 
expected to bo passed at this session. 

One of the bills demands that per- 
sons contemplating marriage must 
both apply for a rmarrlage license 
not less than three daye nor more 
than 30 days prior to the time tho 
license Is issued. This would end 
sudden marriages, such as have been 
the subject of severe criltclem In 
Waukegan. 

Proposed Measures 
In brief the four proposed meas- 
ures provide, respectively: 

1. Avpllcatlon tor a marriage li- 
cense must be made by both parties 
to the marrlago at loast three day^ 
and not more than 30 daye before the 
license Is to be Issued. 

2. Defendants In breach of prom- 
ise or alienation ot affection suits 
may not be named In tho original 
filing ot such coses. Proceodlngs 
may be amended to Include defend- 
ant's names only after the Justice to 
whomi tho case has ibeen a&slgned, 
has heard a aunnnary of the evld- 
denco and has determined that there 
are reasonable grounds for the action.

The taw "would Include 
a provision enabling either party to 
obtain a divorce on grounds ot de- 
sertion after living apart for two 
years undef the separation decree. 
Neither party loses property rights. 

4. Co-respondents In divorce suits 
In which adultery Is charged become 
parties lo tho ault and must receive 
notice of the proceedings so that they 
may appear If they choose to do so. 
No co-respondent In such a cose onay 
be named In the original bill, and the 
cO'resirandont may lie Identified only 
otter a Justice before whom a pre- 
liminary hearing has been held, has 
given approval of this act.

District Attorney John Brown Mon- 
day issued a warrant charging Leon* 
ard Fischer, 31. Burlington, with 
first degree murder In connection 
with the slaying of Scliennlng. ' 

Fleuker was slain by a charge ot 
shotgun slugs fired iby Officer Arthuq 
Rein, who with tScheunlng, gavd 
chase to the robber suspects. Both 
officers wero wounded. The holdup 
man's body was said to have been 
pushed from his speeding auto by his 
roUber companion. 
' Fischer's Car Used In Holdup 

The running fight occurred aftoi) 
the two policemen, searching for aa 
auto that had sped from the nearby, 
Tillage of Honey Creek, overtook fl( 
car containing Fleuker and an uni- 
dentified compalon. Ftscher, though^ 
to have been Fleuker's companion^ 
was connected with the crime when 
It was found his car had been used 
In the tioldup. 

The robbery at Honey Creek oc» 
curred at the Drommond store where 
the ibandlte took about |d5. 

After Burlington police were notl* 
fled that the store had been held up 
they started a search for the bau- 
diu. 

They were Inside ot the Burling- 
ton UmJta onthe'Honey Creek road 
when they saw a car coming toward 
them. (Rein, the driver of tho poUco 
car, stopped his macblne.The ■ drlveq 
ot the other machine stopped his cat 
and Bwerved from the dirt road and 
headed toward ^oeliester, Wisconsin* 
Police gave chase. 

The escaping car was Anally forced 
from the road and the officers gotDut 
of their machine and walked toward 
the automobile.

As Rein was aiding his wounded 
companion, the other car was driven 
away. Fleuker was pushed out oC 
the escaping machine further down 
the road. Schennlng was taken Im- 
mediately to the Burlington hospital. 
Stranne Coincidence. 
A strange coincidence was re- 
vealed this week. Fleuker was a 
playmate of Schennlng In their child- 
hood days at Silver Lake. 

Fleuker and Schennlng were both 
educated at Silver Lake, and both 
later moved to Burlington. [ 

Schennlng was one of the ni(/»t 
popular of Burlington's police offi- 
cers. He .became a policeman there 
seven years ago and before that op- 
erated a garage. Ho la survived by 
hlfl wife and two children. 

FleUker waa known lor several 
years as tho companion of Frank 
Kamln. former Antioch bank teller, 
who Is now confined tn the Waupun 
penitentiary for robbing the Meln- 
hardt State iSank In Burlington In 
May. 1931. Fleuker was captured 
with Kamln In a Twin •Lakoa cottage 
following that robbery In which 
Kaonln waa wounded. Fleuker was 
acquitted of the charge, but Kamln 
was convicted. 

It was Schennlng who stood In tho 
street' at Burlington and emptied hla 
gun at Kamln and his companlona 
OS they fled after tho .Molnbardt l>ank 
holdup. Kamln was wounded so 
badly that ho Tyaa unable to bo 
hrought to trial for months.

He has excmphficd 
in deeds what it meiins to live usefully and honorably, 
and to retain the esteem and respect of all men until the 

An esteemed citi«n and friend has passed on, but the 
influence of his exemplary life remains as a Uacon to 
those who were privileged to know him. 
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THE PRESIDENT AND ORGANIZED LABOR 
The omnious word "strike" is no longer found daily 
in newspaper headlines. But this doesn't mean that 
labor is satisfied either with government labor plans or 
industry, k is as far from holding out the palm of 
peace now as it was a year ago. 

Washington observers have been forecasting a labor 
blow-up for some months— and it looks as if that long- 
fcarcd event put in its ofiicial appearance on February 2. 
On that day. burly, hard-boiled John H. Lewis, head of 
the United Mine Workers, thrust a thick wedge between 
the American Federation of Labor and the Roosevelt Ad- 
ministration. 

Focal point of Mr. Lewis' attack was Donald Rich- 
berg, who is often termed "Tlie Assistant President." 
Reason for the attack was renewal of the existing auto- 
mobile code, which the Federation has bitterly opposed, 
in that it permits men to work 48 hours per week— as 
compared to the }0-hour week for all industry, which 
the Federation passionately espouses. 

Vou may not believe in Mr. Lewis' opinions— mil- 



interests above loyalty to his government. He added: 
"If a refusal to yield to such a demand be treason, let 
those who charge it make the most of it." 

Mr. Lewis is often at outs with his A. F. of L. asso- 
ciates, and his opinions might have been largely disre- 
garded as being of a purely personal nature, had not A. 
1-. of L. President Green followed him up by saying that 
the Lewis' statement "reflects the Federation's feelings 
veo' strongly." Mr. Green then said that he would 
shortly go to the White House with a union protest 
against delay in codification of the tobacco industry. 

That brings up another. important point in the widen- 
ing gap between Administration and labor leaders. Cig- 
arette manufacturers, afraid of unionization of their in- 
dustry, will have nothing to do with the proposed to- 
bacco cwlc. That, to labor's way of thinking, is bad 
enough — and it becomes infinitely worse in the light of 
the fact that the NRA chairman is S. Clay Williams, 
formeriy president of one of the "big three" cigarette 
makers— the R. J. Reynolds Tobacco Company. NRA 
oificials have said several times that Mr. Williams with- 
draws from board meetings when the tobacco code is be- 
ing discussed, in an effort to avoid charges of prcjudice-- 
but labor doesn't seem to be convinced. They don't call 
the NRA crfficials liars directly— but they intimate just 

about that. 

It is noteworthy that union leaders have not yet criti- 
cized the President — all the criticism is directed toward 
various of his aides. However. Mr, Roosevelt makes all 
present government policies, and Mr. Richbcrg, Mr. Wd- 
liams and others are directly responsible to him. It is 
therefore possible that the labor leaden will eventually 
come out with direct criticism of the President— and the 
potential political results of that would be tremendous. 
A, F. of L.'s membership is imposing in size and it is us- 
ually considered a potent political influence. Whether 
that is true or not will be seen in the future — some be- 
lieve that the rank and file of labor docs not follow its 
leaders blindly, that Mr. Green and Mr. Lewis and other 
union heads control fewer votes than they think. 

At any rate, the Labor-Administration battle is likely 
to be one of the most important internal problems of 
the next year. Whether strikes will result— and on a 
greater scale than a year ago — cannot be safely forecast

There are a large nttmber of courts, 
all designated .by law tor a certain 
purpose. In cataloging the various 
courlfl. wo would start with the lun- 
tlco Court which has limited powcr.i. 
and no right to hear cases Involving 
moro than Flvo Hundred Dollars, al- 
though there Is a limited power pos- 
sosBCd by the Justice ot the Peace In 
criminal malterB. Next In order la 
the County Court which can hoar 
claims Involving One Thousand Dol- 
lars or loSB, and which Is one ot the 
nral courts of recognized jurisdiction 
or power. Next Is tho Circuit Court 
which has nnllmlled Jurladlctlon and 
practically every kind of lawsuit Is 
nied and tried before It, Including 
criminal cases ot every description. 
Next, wo have tho Appellate Court, 
which. In most Instancd.^, hears only 
cases wiilch have been appealed to 



louH other courts that opera o under 
Federal laws and under apoclal lawa, 
as, tor InBiance. the Courts o the 
United Stales. The lowest Ib known 
as Iho United States District Coiirt. 
and appealB from It go to tho United 
Statda Circuit Court of Appeals, and 
from there to tho Supreme Court or 
the United States. Then by Bpcclal 
laws there are courts created -for 
claims against tho State or the 
United States. Those courtfl aro 
generally referred to os the Court ot 
Claims. 

All proceedings on appeal are ox- 
tremelv technical, and II would bo 
Impossible for a layman to attempt 
to conduct hiB own case on appeal. 
Appools must go through tho several 
stages, except In certain InstatiCtiS. 
As an Illustration, a case-could not 
bo appealed Irom a Justice directly 
to the Appellate or Supremo CourL 
Neither could a case bo appealed 
the Circuit Court to the Su- 
Court of the United

Tho fact that luborculoals may at- 
tack any part of iho body as well aa 
tiio lungs will be atroaaed In the 
alalfr-wldo educational campaJgn to 
ho launched In April by the Illinois 
TubercuIOBla Association, tho Execu- 
tive Commltleo of the 6rgan4xatlon 
has announced. 

"Becaudo there la mucii more pul- 
inonary tuborculoala than any other 
type, many pGraona belJcvo that tho 
lunfe aloQQ are suscoptiblo to tho 
dlacaao," the committee pointed out. 
"On tho contrary, almost any organ 
may become a victim of tubercle 
bacilli" 

"In young people espoclaUy, tho 
bones and Jolnta may Buffer, This 
may result In crippling such as 
hunchback, a stiff knee, hip or elbow. 
Although the bone and Joint typo of 
the diaoaae la far leas common than 
It waa a quarter of a century ago, It 
It'ittll the cause of many defornil- 
(lea In children and should 'be guard- 
ed against by parents," the commit- 
tee aald "Tuborculoflla of tho 
glands of the neck, once a coimnon 
ailment, la becoming rarer." 

'^One of the principal reaaons for 
the reduction of theao 'extra*pulmon* 
ary* types of tuberculosis Is the re- 
duction of tuberculoels In cattlo, 
made possible through ' tuberculin 
testing of dairy herds. BUmJnatlng 
Ihe poaslblUty ot Infection through 
the pasteurization of milk llkewlso 
baa resulted In lena tuborculoala. 
Notwithstanding, children throughout 
the state are atlll drinking milk 
from tuberculous cattle," the commit- 
tee stated.

Often Caused by 
Lack of Planning 

lAck of plaimliiK U Hh* Indirect 
cause of all too nmny falliircB of nil- 
nola Kardenfl, which It properly man- 
■Kcd might cnally Iw tho most prof- 
Itablo nrea on tho farm, Rays h. A. 
Somors, vegotablo garden extonaloti 
»p«clall»t ftl the CoUeRo of -Agricul- 
ture, UnlvorsUy of llllnoU. 

Like the abBont-undnded hosteus 
■who waltfl until her guoatH arrive bo- 
fore plannlnR tho dinner, all too often 
a farmer glvw no thought to his gar- 
don until tho warm ahowors of April 
bring tho grou Into verdant growth* 
explains Somers. Then, when It la 
neceiBary that ho give all of hU time 
and attention to getting the oats 
planted and the corn-ground pre- 
pared, the farmer must rush to town 
to buy garden soeda from the llmllcd 
aMortment avallablo In tho racks of 
a grocery or hardware store. Uko- 
^l«e, there Is no time to consider the 
proportion of the various garden 
crops that should bo planted nor to 
give thought to a choice of varlctlos. 

]*roper planning can beat be done 
when the February seed catalogs 
begin to arrive. A pleasant evening 
or two can bo spent In selecting the 
rarlottes desired and In making out 
the seed order. Then when April 
co>me8, tho gardener Is ready to take 
advantage of the drat good planting 
days. 

For maximum Hucceaa the garden 
should be manured andplowed the ' 
previous fall. In January a drawing 
can bo made of the plot, showing the ! 
location of the different vegetables I 
OS they aro grouped according to ' 
their climatic and cultural require- j 
menta. The Bucccsalon of greens, 
salads and boiling vegetables can be

Detailed plans made well In ad- 
vanco of planting time make It pos- 
sible to take advanlago of favorable 
•weather conditions, give more efflcl- 
ent uae of the garden area and often 
reduce the labor required, all of 
which add to tho profltablencas of 
the garden.

How well many 
of us can rememberl But there is 
more to this educational opportun- 
ity. Bemember the wet clothes 
and cold feet? Remember the ap- 
petite — how good a glass of warm 
milk tasted, and how well we slept? 
Vm trying to point out a duty to 
both teacher and parent.

The after-clTccta of colds may be 
much more serious than tho cold It- 
self. In re Jst inatnnccs a cold lasts 
only a week or so, and then ths 
jMrson gets well. Small children 
are particularly likely to suffer 
from complications of colds, especi- 
ally from inflammation of the car 
drums. Thus babies should be pro- 
tected as much as possible from 
contact with people who have colds. 
Small children who have colds must 
be waUhed carefully, even when 
their cold Is mild, for serious ear 
Infection may appear suddenly. 

Elderly people aro very likely 
to develop a prolonged troublesome 
bronchitis following a cold and 
should take special precautions to 
ovoid exposure to the elements dur- 
ing the acute stages of a cold. 

Pneumonia Is tho. most serious 
■ conRoqnonccs of a cold. Not infre- 
quently pneumonia follows some 
careless exposure or neglect by a 
person .who haa a bad cold. It Is 
particularly important not to com- 
mit some indiscretion or suffer ox- 
pusure at the height of a cold — the 
third or fourth day. 

Chronic Colds 
Chronic colds are quite a differ- 
ent story. They may follow an 
ncule cold, but are nearly alwaya 
cnufcd by an Infection of one of 
the nasal sinuses and require spe- 
cial medical attention. 

If your cough continues long af- 
ter the acute cold has passed. If 
you have lost your appetite and are

be nothing serious and your doctor 
will reassure you. These symp- 
toms may indicate an early stage 
of tuberculosis. Wo all know how 
important it is to recognize this 
condition at its earliest beginning. 
There is some evidence that re- 
sistance can be built up against the 
ill cffecta of colds by improving the 
general body condition, through 
such measures as the proper selec- 
tion of articles of diet Milk, 
vegetables, fruits and cod Hver oil 
have often been suggested as valu- 
able foods in this respect 



Recreation 
Many a devoted mother tli'B her- 
ftcir down to hur home and children 
HO much Ihnt her own health is im- 
paired. If you are cross, nervous and 
"jumpy" hownre. a danger signal. It 
Is Mntiicr Nature's warning that you 
need relaxation and n mental change. 
It is not normal to he Irrltnhle. 

Plan to treat yourself to at least an 
hour of recreation each day a tlnit; 
Bct awort Just for you when you d^i 
exactly as you please without Inter- 
ruption. Then do only the. ,tblncB 
you enjoy. 

Rest and relaxation means some- 
thing dlfTercnt to all of us. It may 
mean taking n liap, reading, working 
in the garden, following a hobby, vis- 
iting a friend, attending a concert, 
lecture or "movie," going for a walk 
or ride, etc. But it must be enjoy- 
ahlc to you and givo you a change 
from routine. 

It is not selfishness to Insist on 
this time for yourself. It is absolute- 
ly necessary It you wish to remain 
healthy, and on efllclent home-maker. 
Travel. 
Wlien we feel out of sorts and 
"stale" all around, the best and sur* 
est cure Is a trip somewhere An 
entire change of scone and different 
living routine will do more to set 
things right again tor a dlsgrunlled 
housekeeper than anything else. 

The dally sameness of home-mak* 
Ing can become very monotonous U 
we do not relieve It with plenty of 
outside interests and occasional 
travel as stimulants. 

Homo, seems wonderfully comfort- 
able after we have been away for a 
while. But. to appreciate all this we 
must leave It once In a while, see 
other sights, and live differently. As 
we go from place to place we great- 
ly enjoy the cJiange, and often learn 
new or better ways of doing things 
which we can apply to our own home 
problems.

She needs the stimulation of new 
Ideas to do her work cfndcntly and 
not grow dull or unlntoreatlng. Lat- 
er on It will bo dlfflcult to take up 
varied Interests again because she 
has lost so Rvuch. 

Her family will appreciate her 
more If she keeps active in their In- 
terests. 

Planning. 
If the housc-^ifo will take a little 
time to carefully plan her meals sev- 
eral days In advance, she will find 
that her menoH arc more varied and 
that food supplies can be purchased 
to far bettor advantage. • 

In this way she can buy larger 
quantities and, by skillful combina- 
tions she will bo able to utilize all 
left-overa In appetlring new dishes. 

She will lessen her own work, too, 
because often many operations can 
bo shortened or easily combined 
when one has definitely In mind what 
win be needed.

I hare heard many parents threaten 
their children in just this manner and 
it leaves me with the desire to spank 
the parent and not the child. 

Just analyze the situatkml After 
years of faulty training on their part, 
they actually blame the children for an 
act not of their own making. 

Remember the poor child may fear 
the extraction of the tooth for one of 
several reasons. 

The parent may have mentioned the 
pabi ootmected with an experience hi 
the dental office, may have failed to 
bring the child to the dcnUl office hi 
time for preventive treatment or may 
have failed to provide the child with 
proper foods. 

Whether or not similar causes are 
behind your child's fear of the dentist, 
do not resort to threats.

Intormediatb Credit Bank* 

The Federal Intermediate Ci»edlt 
Bank, one of the units of the Farm 
Credit Administration ol St. Louis, 
does not make loans directly to 
farmers but dlacoitnts or purchases 
farmers* notes for production credit 
associations, banks, agricultural 
credit corporations, and livestock 
loan companies. It also makes com- 
modity loans to cooperative market- 
ing associations. 

Last year the Bank handled 34,0S7 
loans and applications for a total of 
♦15,506,000. During the spring rush 
750 applications were handled In one 
day. iApplIcatlons received during 
the first seven 'days of this month 
averaged more than 100 per day. 

Mr. Cosgrove urgds Lake county 
farmers In need of this type of short 
term working capital to see the sec- 
Totnry-treaaurer or application taker 
of the local production credit associa- 
tion at once In order that the funds 
will be available when needed. 

He points out that the Interest 
which at present Is 5 por cent per 
year does not start until tho borrower 
starts using the money. Loans are 
made for general nffrlcuUural pro- 
duction purposes hicludlng crop and 
livestock production.
